Anothar bill to be introduced by Daw-
son will require mayors and couneclimen
In Plttsburgh and Becranton to be nomli-
nated and elected on parly tickets and
will supplant the present commimsion
form of councila In thess two ocitles by
representative bodles, the members of
which are to bo elected by districts.

The Dawson bill may affect mater-
Ially the course of the proposed new
charter bill from Philadelphia when it
reaches the Legislature,

The bill will provide for a minlmum
councll of five and a maximum of seven-
teen, based on one member for every
35,000 population. The measurs i not
A ripper in that It provides for the pres.
ent counc Imen in Pittaburgh and Soran-
ton to serve out thelr terms,

Governor Sproul In a recent Interview
in Plitsburgh expressed himself as op-
posed to any change In the present form
of elty government In that clty. Spon-
sors of the measure, however, say the
Governor misundsrstood the situation.

Pittsburgh  politie ans were roported
to be desirous of putting through a
measure which would permit that clty
to revert to the old ward method of
electing eounclimen. The Governor has
never expressed himself as opposed to
district repressntation.
